recommended was some kind of a 
compulsory law, the discontinu¬ 
ance *of Bohools where parents re¬ 
fuse to sond their children. The 
prevailing sentiment seemed to fa¬ 
vour a compulsory law so framed 
that its application may not out¬ 
rage the sentiments of the people, 
and yot will secure a better attend¬ 
ance without oppressing .the pa¬ 
rents or wards. 1 Such a principle 
applied to legislation would even¬ 
tually undermine all governmental 
administration, and but little jury 
attendance, revenue, military ser- 
-vice, or road-raaking would be at 
the command of the government. 

The boycott method has its objec¬ 
tions, too, for it would place the 
low families who would patronize 
schools at the mercy of the igno¬ 
rant and capricious, and make the 
character of the teachors such as 
may suit the r.Uims and caprices 
of that element of society. The 
government should make a sacri¬ 
fice to favour and protect its good 
families from such a humiliation, 
for it would, ba to its interest so to 
do.
